ASHINGTON, December 12.—The 
senate agreed today to take

next Monday on the new thay- 
Pauncefote treaty for the abrogation of 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty and opening 
the way for the construction of a canal 
across the isthmus of Panama by the 
United States. This agreement was 
reached after four hours of debate suffi- 
ciently interesting to insure the constant 
attendance of most of the senators. Sen- 
ator Spooner, who was one of the princi- 
pal. 
chided wheti Senator Lodge made an ef- 
fort to secure a vote. It developed that 
there were other senators who desired to 
be heard, the result being that the de- 
bate for the vote was postponed unhtil 
Monday. The agreement provided for an 
adjournment of the senate from today 
until Monday, and for a ‘meeting at lil 
o'clock on that day, one hour in advan-ve 
of the usual time. The understanding is 
that as s00n as practicable after the sen- 
ate convenes Senator Lodge shall move 
an executive session, and that the treaty 
shall have the entire attention of the 
senate until a final vote is reached before 
the adjournment for that’ day.

Justice Beach Says Threre Must Be 
No More Delay. 

New York, Decémber .- 12.—Albert T. 
Patrick was brought before the supreme 
court today on a writ of Nabeas corpus 
obtained by his courisely Cantwell & 
Moore: The writ wos. gbthfned on the 
ground thaé’ thé dfstrict attorney had 
failed to prosecute on the indictment 
handed down on April 2h. charging Pat- 
rick with the murder of William Marsh 
Rice, and that, therefore, the accused 
had been deprived of his constitutional 
right to a speedy trial. 

Today's hearing was before Justice 
Beach. Robert M. Moore asked for the 
discharge of the defendant. He said that 
Patrick had been confined in the tombs 
Since October 4, 1900, and that efforts of 
defendant's counsel to secure a trial on 
the murder charge had been futile. 

Assistant District Attorney Garvan said 
the delay was due to the time required 
by experts to examine the contents of 
Rice’s stomach.

Offers Trust Bonds, Not Cash, to the 
Government. 


ROOSEVELT IN A QUANDARY 


Acceptance of Trust Securities . by 
.Government Would Cause a 
Fiood of Criticism. 


Washington, December 12.—It_ trans- 
pired that the gift of $10,000,000 which 
Andrew Carnegie tendered to President 
Roosevelt for .the founding of a_ great 
institution for higher education was not 
an offer of $10,000,000-in cash, but the 
par value of that amount in bonds of 
the United States Steel Corporation. 

The offer of these bonds is embarrass- 
ing to the administration owing to the 
complication which might arise if the 
government accepted them and the presi- 
dent, it is understood, is now in corre- 
spondence with Mr. Carnegie about the 
matter. It is understood to be his de- 
sire that the bonds be converted into 
cash. If this is done the only obstacle 
in the path of the acceptance of the gen- 
erous gift of Mr. Carnegie will be re- 
moved. Pending the result of this corre- 
spondence, Mr. Carnegie’s offer is being 
withheld from congress. 

The president has conferred with sev- 
eral senators and representatives about 
the matter within the last day or two 
and all concur with him in the belief 
that the acceptance by the government 
of bonds in the big steel corporation 
might subject the. administration to 
cHiticism and might preve 
embarrassing in the future. 

It is pointed out, for instance, that in 
the event of legal proceedings by the 
department of justice tn connection with 
the corporation the holding of the com- 
pany’s bends by the government might 
lead to adverse criticism. The sugges- 
tion that the government accept the 
bonds and then dispose of them is con- 
sidered equally objectionable.

REY, HOWARD IN HARD LUCK 


Réleased from Prison To Be Tried on 
| Another Indictment. 


ONCE FIGURED IN GEORGIA 


For a Time Pastor of Church at For- 
syth—Convicted in 
Tennessee. 


Columbus, Ohio, December 12.—The 
board of managers of the Ohlo peniten- 
tiary today released Rev. G. F. B. How- 
ard, a federal prisoner from Tennessee, 
that he might be taken to Michigan to 
answer to an indictment there. He had 
served six years. Just before the cx- 
piration of his good time Howard 
escaped, and while at Jackson, Mich., re- 
sumed his old game of swindling. 

After he was captured and returned to 
the Ohio penitentiary he was indicted in 
Michigan for sending letters to persons in 
England representirg that they were 
heirs to large estates and offering to look 
after their interest in the same for a 
stipulated fee. He was taken to Detroit 
by United States Marshal Fagin. 


The Rev. G. F. B. Howard who. is 
mentioned in the above dispatch once 
fi ured in Georgia quite prominently. 
For a time he was pastor of the Baptist 
church at Forsyth, and was married at 
that place. He was considered eloquent 
In the pulpit, and’ was in demand as a 
commencement orator, onee preaching 
the annual sermon.at Gordon institute at 
Barnesyvtte. : ' 

Howard ieft Forsyth and went to Jack- 
son, Tenn, where he assumed the presi- 
dency of a Baptist college. He became 
involved in trouble with members of his 
trouble led to the

Subsidy Measure Before Senate Com- 
mittee on Commerce. . 

Washington, December 12.—The. senate 
committee on commerce held a meeting 
today for the purpose of organizing its 
subcommittees and referring to them the 
bills which have reached the committee. 
lhe most important change made in the 
subcommittees was the substitution of 
Senator Berry as chairman of-the sub- 
committee on bridges for Senator Vest.

GALVESTON IS IN. STRAITS. 


Bondholders To Meet To Discuss the 
Finances of City. 

New York, December 12.—A conference 
will be held in this city cn December 17 
of Galveston’s bondholders to discuss 
what ‘steps are necessary to meet Gal- 
veston’s financial difficulties. Galveston 
has failed to pay interest on some of its 
bonds and the default was made on De- 
cember 1, when the city was unable to 
meet the interest on the forty-year bonds 
of 1881. A committee representing the 
city of Galveston will be present at -the 
conference. 

Since the storm the amount paid out 
in interest to bondholders was $160,000, in 
addition to this amount about $40,009 in 
bonds were retired. ‘TFhis is the state- 
tnent of the representatives of a city 
which sustained a loss of thousands of 
lives and a property loss estimatec at 
abcut ‘$17,000,000. Realizing several months 
ago that the city could not meet its in- 
debtedness an effort was made-to fund 
the debt at a lower rate of interest and 
legislation looking to this end was se- 
cured. Resulting from this was the onen- 
ing of negotiations with the bondholders 
and a proposition submitted to them. The 
result of this proposition was the reply 
from a representative of the bondholders 
holding out no hope of a reduction of in- 
terest, but only a postponement, and this 
crly in case it was absolutely necessary. 


BOERS KILLED WOUNDED MEN. 


That Is the Charge Made by Lord 
Kitchener. 


Londen, December 12.—The war office 
issued a statement tonight dealing with 
the Boer treatment of Colonel Denson’s 
wounded at Brakenlaagte, which is a re- 
sult of a special investigation of the mat- 
ter instituted by Lord Kitchener. 

The statement sets forth that eighteen 
officers and men of Colonel. Benson's 
command were kindly and even carcfully 
treuted by the Boers, while the other 
seventy-five men wha were examined tes- 
tified thai they witnessed and suffered 
atrocities worse than those which fol- 
lowed the Vliakfontein disaster. These 
latter said that unarmed and wounded 
men lying around the guns were killed 
at close range and that the survivors of 
the engagement suffered torture, being 
robbed and stripped of their clothing in 
spite of their wounds and broken limbs. 

Lord Kitchener says that evidently the 
Boer leaders are no longer able to repress 
murder and outrage: on the part of their 
subordinates. 


SHAMROCK II IS SCORCHED. 


Lipton’s Cup Challenger Narrowly 
Escapes Being Destroyed. 

New York, December 12.—Sir Thomas 
Lipton’s cup challenger, Shamrock II, 
narrowly escaped being destroyed by fire 
tonight. Only the efforts of the. firemen 
saved her. <As.it was, she was badly 
scorched on one side. 

The fire burned the boiler shop of 
the J. M. Robins company at Erie Basin, 
Brooklyn, where the Shamrock was laid 
up for the winter. One of the Sham- 
rock’s launches was consumed. The total 
damage from the fire is estimated at 
$100,000.

‘ABOUT GOING TO LIBERIA 


Negra Messenger Tried To Keep 
Them Out, but the Old Woman 
Said That She Intended — 
To Obey Georgia’s 
Governor. 


December 12.—(Special.)— 
Among the callers at the white house 
today was a venerable negro couple 
from Atlanta—Peter Smith and wife. As 
they climbed the stairway to the presi- 
dential waiting room the woman, who 
seemed to be the spokesman for the 
family, stated that she had come to see 
the president of the United States in 
the interest of her people. She said that 
there was a good dmal of talk among 
the colored people of the south about 
going to Liberia. She and her husband 
went to see Governor Candler and he 
told them that all they had to do was 
to come and see President Roosevelt 
and he would send them to Liberia cheer- 
fully. 

Arthur Simmons, the negro messenger 
who presides at the door of Secretary 
Cortelyou, endeavored to persuade the 
old couple that their mission so far as 
the president was concerned was a hope- 
less ‘one. Simmons explained to them 
that the constitution of the United States 
does not authorize the president to fur- 
nish means of transportation for colored 
citizens of the United States who desire 
to emigrate to Liberia. His constitu- 
tional argument apparently had no

Civil Service Reform League in Ses- 
sion at Boston. 

Boston, December 12.—After an execu- 
tive session the twenty-first arnual meet- 
ing of the National Civil Service Reform 
League was opened here today. Dr. D. 
C. Gilman, of Baltimore, presided. The 
annual report of the council said in part: 

“The past year has seen the restora- 
tion to the classified service of some 1,600 
positions in the war department; the 
steady development of the merit system 
in the Philippine islauas and the restor- 
ation of harmony in the relations of the 
league with the civil service commission.” 

The report also states that the action of 
the president shows he sympathizes with 
civil service reforms and the New York 
election is expected to be a great bene- 
fit to the league’s principles.

McMillan attempted 
to interfere to save his wife, but Allen 
fatally shot him in the abdomen. Allen 
Was arrested, tried at the June term and 
convicted of murder in the first dégree. 
Since his conviction he has maintained 
indifference to his fate, though he sub-

EFFECTS OF THE STRAIN 


Fischer, Injured in Collision, Acts 
Like a Wild Man—Walthour’s 
Partner, Maddened by a 
Decision, Threatens To 
Quit the Race, 


New York, December 12.—At the begin- 
ning now of the last half of the six day 
bicycle race with its attendant spills and 
the nervous_tension of the riders strained 
to breaking point, the interest of the 
public is greatly on the increase. This 
was apparent from the presence of 10,000 
people in Madison Square Garden tonight 
at 8 o'clock. 

All the racers were examined by physi- 
cians in the evening and were pronounced 
to be in good condition. The physicial 
conditions of Babcock and Turville is ex- 
ceptionally good and that team is loom- 
ing up as a factor in the race for first 
money. The physicians admitted that 
the terrible strain had affected the nerv- 
ous systems of all the men. 

Early in the evening the trainers of 
McEachern and Walthour agreed to 
withdraw their protest against the ref- 
eree’s decision, which refused them the 
lap they declared that they had gained 
during the afternoon. It was because 
of this decision that McEachern threat- 
ened to quit the race, 

There were tive teams tied for first 
place in the six day bicycle race at Madi- 
son Square Garden early this morning. 
At 5 o’clock McLaren attempted a steal 
and succeeded in bringing the bunch 
around «the fagged out Lawson. In the 
spurt McEachern’s saddle broke and he 
followed McLaren, shouting for ‘‘Bobby” 
Walthour to relieve him. Walthour came 
on within a few minutes, bounding over 
the track and over his machine in an in- 
stant. He picked up his unfortunate 
partner and started out after a lap, but 
failed to gain any material advantage. 

Riders in Collision. 

In the afternoon a collision between Mc- 
Lean and Chevalier occurred. They fell 
from their wheels and Chevalier was 
severely hurt. An instant later Fred- 
ericks, who seemed to be very weak and 
was wobbling along as. best he could, 
trying to keep up with the leaders, struck 
the rear wheel of the bicycle of Fischer, 
Who had been hurried into his saddle, 
Both men were thrown and Hall ran into 
them and was thrown. He escaped in- 
jury. For several minutes Fischer lay 
like one dead. His trainers were about 
to carry him to his quarters, when he 
became as one wild and fought them, 
kicking one of them in the stomach. lt 
was hard to get him to his room, next to 
which Chevalier was carried. Later in 
the afternoon it was announced that 
Fischer and Chevalier would be unable 
to continue in the race. Fischer sustained 
a fracture of his shoulder. His partner 
sprained his wrist. 

Four miles were added to the totals 
during the sprint in which the accidents 
occurred, but the effects of the efforts of 
the men upon them was clearly shown by 
their faces. 

Several of them were so weak that 
they seemed hardly able to remain upon 
their wheels. Their faces were ashy 
gray and their eyes looked as if they 
were about to burst. 

Walthour’s Partner Mad. 

Manager Winisetfe, of McEachern and 
Walthour, was very angry because the 
judges refused to allow his team a lap 
which he insisted they had made and 
he threatened to withdraw the team from 
the track. When McEachern retired to 
his quarters he was badly used up. The 
judges decided to return the losses sus- 
tained by all and the others in their 
accidents to them. This placed the men 
back in their relative positions occupied 
by them during the early day. 

About 6 o’clock McEachern, dressed in 
ordinary clothes, appeared on the track 
and announced that he would not ride 
any more unless the lap he claimed was 
restored and allowed. He walked off 
the track while his partner, Walthour, 
who was on his wheel, was shouting to 
come back and not desert him. Maya 
also said that he would quit the race 
unless justice was done his team. While 
the officlals were trying to induce Mc- 
Eachern to return to the track, Maya 
relieved his team mate, Wilson. After 
much argument between McEachern and 
the officials he agreed to return to the 
race and ride, but he asserted he would 
do so only long enough to give the 
judges of the race time to decide upan 
the lap under contention. He declared 
that unless the matter was decided in 
his favor he would quit the race.

London, December 12.—A fierce gale ‘'s 
sweeping the English and Scotch chan-

small craft. Dover is experiencing the 
full force of the storm, and numbers cf 
ships off there are making signals of dis- 
tress. A Belgian fishing smack has 
foundered in the North sea, resulting in 
the drowning of fourteen persons.

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TRIED TO ADVANCE WAGES 


For That Iglesias and His Compan- 
ions Are Convicted. 
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Were Tried Before a Porto 
Rican Court—Case Will 
Be Appealed. 


ACCUSED CONSPIRACY 


‘Men 


San Juan, P. R., December 12.—Santi- 
ago Iglesias, president of the Federation 
of Workmen of Porto Rico, together 
with nine companions, was tried in the 
district court of San Juan yesterday on 
a charge of conspiracy. Today Iglesias 
was sentenced to _ three years, four 
months and eight days’ imprisonment. 
Seven of his companions were sentenced 
to four months’ imprisonment, while two 
were acquitted of the charge of being the 
founders of an illegal association and 
conspiracy in August,1900, to raise the 
price of labor in Porto Rico. Iglesias, as 
the founder of the conspiracy, gets the 
heaviest sentence. The other men were 
merely his associates in the crime. Under 
Spanish law, which is still in force here, 
persons convicted of a crime have to pay 
the costs. The local federation of the 
workmen of Porto Rico, which is now 
part of the American Federation of La- 
bor, under the presidency of Samuel 
Gompers, has been ordered dissolved, as 
it has been adjudged illegal because of 
this conspiracy. 

Mr. Savage, judge of the district court, 
dissented as to the illegality cf the local 
federation, although he agreed that Igle- 
sias was guilty of a conspiracy to raise 
the price of labor in August, 1900, when 
the currency of Porto Rico was changed. 
At that time nearly all the merchants 
and employers here raised their prices 
from pesos to dollars, an advance of 40 
cents. Iglesias did the same, contending 
he only raised wages in proportion to 
other increases. This constitutes the con- 
spiracy. 

The case has been appealed to the. su- 
preme court of Porto Mico, where it 
probably will be heard in a moi\ya. Pend- 
ing this appeal Iglesias is at liberty. 

The mass meeting of the Federation of 
Labor called for next Sunday will prob- 
ably be called off, as the plans of the 
federation gre temporarily deranged. 
Iglesias says polities influenced the de- 
cision against him, as the judge belonged 
to the local republican party, while Igle- 
sias is a federalist.ygOne of the acquitted 
nen has turne’ Podiican it is said, 
since the time of Whe couaxspiracy. 

Since Iglesias has been here as the local 
organizer of the Federation of Labor he 
has been continually attacked in circu- 
lars and threatened by certain republi- 
cans who oppose his plans. Last Tuesday 
night these republicans fired several 
shots at the building of the federation. 
The police searched the rooms of these 
men for arms, but found nothing. The 
men who fired these shots had not been 
arrested up to this morning. Iglesias has 
petitioned Governor Hunt, citing report- 
ed assaults updm his men and asking for 
protection. Iglesias said: 

“If the laws of Porto Rico are inade- 
quate to punish these offenders; if I can- 
not continue my work of Amerfcanizing 
Porto Rican laborers until molested, 
please inform mc so that I can return to 
the United States, abandoning this coun- 
try and my mission here.” 


VERY HOT POLITICS IN CUBA. 


The Presidential Campaign Almost 
Causes a Riot in Santiago. 

Santiago de Cuba, December 12.—The 
independent party held a great demon- 
stration here tonight in favor of Gen- 
eral Bartolome Maso, their candidate 
for the presidency. The largest audito- 
rium in the city was incapable to accom- 
modate the crowd. 

A crowd of negroes numbering several! 
thousand gathered outside the building 
in which the meeting was held and with 
their cries of “Viva Palma’ made it 
impossible for any one to hear. the 
speeches. The police were unable to dis- 
perse this assemblage. 

The independents aver that the mayor 
of Santiago encouraged this disturbance. 
A riot was avoided only by the arrival 
of the rural guards. Numbers of na- 
tionalists, mostly negroes, paraded the 
streets all night long, cheering for 
Tomas Estrada Palma, their candidate 
for the presidency, and trying to over- 
come the effects of the Maso demonstra- 
tion. There were several small riots, 
but no serious trouble.

NO NEWS COMES FROM SAMAR. 


Communication with the Island Is 
Wellnigh Impossible. 
Manila, December 12.—Owing to Gen- 
eral Smith having affairs well in hand 
in the island of Leyte, communication 
with the island of Samar is nearly im- 
possible. Trade restrictions have been 
taken off the west coast. Boats trading 
there are not required to show signals. 
General Bell reports that large quan- 
tities of rice, milled and sacked, have 
been captured, the sacks’ bearing the 
marks of the Smith & Bell mills. He says 
the rice ‘was unquestionably purchased 
in Manila with insurgent funds and ship- 
ped wholesale to the mountains by way 
of Calamba and Pagsanjan, Laguna prov- 
ince, and other bay ports, showing the 
necessity for the closing of these ports.

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Argentina Greally Strained 


Chilean Answer to Argentina De- 
mand: Will Be Given Today. 
In Both Countries There 
Is a Movement in Mil- 
itary Circles. 


Buenos Ayres, December 12, via Gal- 
veston.—The relations between Chile and 
the Argentine Republic are strained. 
Chile has not yet replied to the demand 
relative to the construction of strategic 
roads in the litigated territory. The 
Chilean answer to this demand will be 
given tomorrow. The Argentine govern- 
ment believes. that the Chilean answer 
will be satisfactory, but a part of the 
press doubts this. In the meantime both 
countries are taking protective measures. 
although Argentina has not yet mobil- 
ized the militia. 

In case Chile’s reply is not favorable, 
Argentina will withdraw her minister 
from Santiago de Chile, and the antece- 
dents and history of the misunderstand- 
ing will be forwarded to Great Britain 
for arbitration. 

Chile is busily engaged in buying war- 
ships, aiming to surpass the power of Ar- 
gentirfa’s fleet. 

Commercial circles here hope that the 
influence of the pope will prevent a con- 
flict of arms between the two countries. 
Calm reigns here. There have been no 
warlike manifestations, but all parties are 
united in support of the government. The 
Argentina and foreign newspapers put- 
iished here unanimously counsel the Ar- 
gentina government to maintain its pres- 
ent energetic attitude. 

A decree ordering the mobilization of 
the reserves of 1878 and 1879 on January 
1 has been issued. These reserves num- 
ber 60,000 men. j 

The chamber, in secret session, has 
voted the credits necessary for the mobill- 
zation of the militia. 

Santiago de Chile, December 12.—The 
Chilean minister of foreign affairs will 
convey the answer of his government to 
the minister of the Argentine Republic 
to Chile tomorrow. 

There is a certain movement in military 
circles. 

There is a general feeling, 
that good sense will prevail and that 
every difference between Chile and the 
Argentine will be amicably settled. 

London, December 12.—The Times prints 
a dispatch from Valpuraiso under today’s 
date which says: : 

“The first symptom at the present junc- 
ture of a possible awakening of warlike 
excitement among the Chilean public is 
the announcement that a mass meeting 
cf working people is to be held at San- 
tiago December 13 to express approval of 
the action of the government in dealing 
with the urgent question. Even this, ap- 
parently, is merely an offset to another 
meeting, promoted by the advocates of 
peace at any price. 

‘The buying of ships to take the place 
of vessels of questionable efficiency, the 
mobilization of the fleet for manetvers 
and tihe strengthening of relations with 
friendly neighbors, Columbia and ‘Ecua- 
dor, are not regarded here.as signs of ag- 
gressive intentions on Chile’s part, but 
only as natural precautions evoked by 
the unexpectedly threatening demeanor of 
Argentina. 

Washington, December 12.—Secretary 
Hay has received cablegrams from Min- 
ister Lord at Buenos Ayres and Minister 
Wilson at Santiago, Chile, stating in ef- 
fect that while the situation fs extremely 
grave, the best opinion is that war be- 
tween Chile and Argentina will not fol- 
low.

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SHE WORRIES THE BRIGANDS. 


Alleged Miss Stone Is Trying To 
Convert Her Captors. 

Constantinople, December 12.—The lat- 
est information regarding Miss Ellen M. 
Stone, the American missionary, and 
Madame Tsilka, her companion, indi- 
cated ihat they are able to obtain rude 
comforts. It is even said that the 
brigands have a doctor at hand in case 
he is needed. 

The brigands are now complaining that 
Miss Stone is attempting to convert them 
to Christianity. The brigands contend 
that the kidnaping was in the interest of 
a sacred cause, and _ therefore justify 
themselves. 

The brigands, apparently, are prepared 
to hold out all winter. They refuse to 
abate their demands, and have not re- 
plied to Mr. Dickinson’s ultimatum.

COAL SHORTAGE EXPLAINED.

Says Preference Is Given to Higher 
Price Orders. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., December 12—(Spe- 
clal.)\—Regarding the Associated Press 
report from Knoxville that manufactories 
of Tennessee and Georgia are likely to 
shut down because of lack of coal, dus 
to car famine in east Tennessee coal re- 
gion, a prominent railroad official gives 

this explanation: 

The fact seems to be that the coal 
operators are doing a very good business 
in spite of the undoubted shortage of 
cars and the delay of orders on that ac- 
count. Operators are giving the pref- 
erence to small orders, for which they 
are paid at a high rate, and letting the 
large orders contracted for long ago 
at a much lower rate, take their chances. 

The scarcity of cars makes some delay 
inevitable. It is obviously more profit- 
able and easier to rush the small orders 
at high rates than the big orders at low 
rates, bence the fact that many manu- 
facturing concerns are asking the rail- 
ways to hurry up their coal supply. These 
manufecturing people are short of coal 
in many cases, but not, it appears, to 
such a degree as to make a shut down

The Pastor’s Support. 


rhe pastor's support supplies the best 
basis for estimating all the other items 
for church purposes. 

The presiding elder receives practically 
@n amount equal to two-thirteenths 
Pastor’s, from the various charges. 

The bishop's fund, about one-eighth the 
presiding elder’s: conference claimants, 
a@bout one-thirteenth pastor’s pay; mis- 
sions (home and (foreign combined), 
amounts to about one-fifth pastor’s pay. 
Of this about © per cent is for foreign 
Missions and i per cent for home. 

Church extension (amount paid) 2% per 
cent on paStor’s pay (the assessments 
being about 5 per cent.) 

Education (amount paid) about 5 per 
cent on pastor’s pay. Payments almost 
@lways short of assessments. 

The foregoing figures are based on the 
Actual payments, as averaged the past 
five to twenty-five vears. 

It is observed that the amounts paid 
by the various charges for their own pas- 
toral servicé is much in excess of their 
payments for all other church purposes, 
except in a comparatively few churches. 
(These are for the most part in the cit- 
fes.) There is improvement in the later 
years in this respect, and if this gain 
continues the charges may all soon show 
payments for other church purposes 
equal the amount paid for the dispensing 
of the gospe! to themselves. 

The first session of the South Georgia 
Conference was held in Savannah, 1867. 
Bishop Pierce presided. The total mem- 
bership then was 19,626; collections for all 
Purposes, $51,785; about $2.68 per capita. 

The session of 19% was held at Cuth- 
bert, Ga. Bishop R: E. Hendrix presid- 
ed. Total membership, 63,183; total col- 
lections, $288,80l—about $4.64 per capita. 

This illustrates the increase in member- 
slip, and the advance in contributions, 
from $2.63 to 4.64 per capita, from 1867 
to 1000, and furnishes food for thought 
@nd hope for the church. 


Ratio of Methodists. 


In observing the ratio of Methodists to 
Ppcpulation of the various districts, it ap- 
Pears as follows: Columbus, McRae and 
Dublin have one Methodist to every four- 
teen population; North Macon one in 
gixteen; Valdosta and Waycross one in 
eighteen; South Macon and Thomasville 
ene in nineteen; Savannah one in twenty- 


ree, . 

Thus it is shown that Methodism is 

weakest proportionately in the Savannah 
‘district, though in wealth and population 
thig district excels any other of the 
South Georgia conference. 
- If the giving indicates the living, or 
‘the plane on which the religious life is 
Shaping, the increase from $263 to $4.64 
per member in about thirty years is sig- 
nificant, and gives promise of much bet- 
ter things for the future. 

Along the line of missions and educa- 
tien, especially, larger liberality is called 
for by the conditions confronting the 
church. 

We commend to those having charge of 
the assessments for fc-reign missions and 
education enlargement for these  pur- 

es, and those who make the collec- 
lions to be careful and allow no falling 
off from the amounts judiciously affixed 
for these or any other purposes—espe- 
cially the collection for cdénference claim- 
ants. No charge should permit any 
shortage, but meet to the full amount the 
@esessment for this cause. 
_._In conclusion, a brief reference is of- 
. fered to the effect that in 1867 the South 
' Georgia confergnce made the showing 
that $51,785 comprised its total disburse- 
ments for church purposes: in 1900 the 
amouiits had grown to $28,801, 

Covering this entire period, the total 
collections and disbursements by the von- 
ference represent no inconsiderable 
amount. The effect of these efforts upen 
‘the destiny of the thousands and thou- 
Binds touched thereby none can estimate. 


Assessments Unequal. 


Three things are shown conciusively 
by tne facts set forth in the foregoing 
discussion: 

First. That there fs a great inequality 
in the assessments on the same class of 
charges in the different districts, due to 
the inequality cf the tctal assessments on 
the districts. 

Second. That there is a_ substantial 
equality in the ability to meet their «ab- 
Jigations in all the districts of our confer- 
ence, as now organized, as shown in the 
population, wealth and ratio of Method- 
fem to the same. 

Third. That the charges ought to ap- 
proximate in the benevolent collecticns 
the payments of the charges for the sup- 
port of the ministry or their own local 
expenditures. 

herefore we offer the following resoiu- 
tion: 

Resolved, That the respective boards of 
‘the conference be requested to distribute 
tbe assessments for the claims under 
their charge, as far as practicable, on 
the basis of the amount paid for minis- 
gerial support in the respective districts 
eof the conference.

No Change of Court House. 

Abbeville, Ga., December 11.—(Special.) 
The decision of the supreme court yester- 
day in the case of Mitchell et al., com- 
missioners, vs. Lassiter et al., practically 
settles the last phase of the long fought 
court house question in this city. 

lt will be remembered that after hold- 
ing four elections to move the court 
house from Abbeville the last of which 
Was contested by the Rochelle factions, 
and brought before the general assem- 
bly in 1898 and 1899, and at the last named 
Session the house of representatives vot- 
ed on the question and the bill was lost 
because it failed to secure the necessary 
two-thirds votes, 

The removal side not yet being recon- 
ciled to defeat hatched up an old law 
passed in 1877 in which it was cited that 
the county commissioners could locate 
the county site, and had the commission- 
ers, all of whom are in favor of removal, 
to proceed to locate the county site at 
Rochelle. 

The Abbeville people brought an In- 
junction befcre Judge D. M. Roberts, 
which was granted, claiming that the 
law was in conflict with the constitu- 
tion. The supreme court yesterday sus- 
tained Judge Roberts and this puts an 
end to the last move of the removal 
faction.

It is that of the New Jer- 
sey and North Carolina Land and Lumber 
Ccmpany against the Gardner-Lacey

He lived a quiet and retired life, was 
aman of great intelligence and retained 
his mental faculties until the end. 

He is survived by five children—Mrs. 
Weodrow, of Columbia, S. C.; W. L. Ba- 
ker, of Gainesville, Ga.; Miss Cliff and 
Miss C. E. Baker, of Marietta, and E. H. 
Baker. 

The funeral will take place at the Pres- 
byterian church at this place tomorrow 
afternoon at 3 o’'lcock.

As the United States can- 
not reduce the Dingley duties by more 
than 20 per cent, German duties should 
equal such reduced American duties.’’ 

After the tariff bill had been referred 
to a committe: of twenty-eight members 
the reichstag adjourned until January 2.

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WORK ON. THE NEW CAPITOL 
AT TALLAHASSEE BEGUN 
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Tallahassee, Fla., December 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The final chapter in the movement 
which has agitated this state for a dozen 
years past to change the location of the 
State capital from Tallahassee to either 
Jacksonville, St. Augustine, Gainesville 
or Ocala, was begun yesterday morning 
when Building Contractor J. E. Parrish, 
of Lynchburg, Va., put a large force of 
men to work on the remodeling and en- 
larging of the present state house in ac- 
cordance with plans drawn by Architect 
Frank P. Milburn, of Columbia, 8. C. 
These plans were approved by the legis- 
lature last spring, and accepted by the 
capitol commission, which is to have 
general supervision over the work. 

The legislature appropriated $75,000 for 
these improvements, and this action has 
completely silenced all talk of capital 
removal. 

On the day of the general election last 
year the people of Florida held a side 
election to decide the issue of ‘‘For Capi- 
tal Removal” v. ‘‘Against Capital Re- 
moval.’’ Jacksonville, Ocala and St. 
Augustine entered as candidates for -he 
capital, and Tallahassee, of course, op- 
posed removal. The contest was strenu- 
ously waged for five months, and when 
the votes were counted Tallahassee had 
more than all her competitors combined. 
This expression of the people is the direct 
cause of the present enlargement of the 
state house in Tallahassee. 

New Office Arrangement. 

Under the rearrangement of offices 
which will obtain in the new building 
persons familiar with the present loca- 
tions of the various officials will be as 
much lost in the new capitol as total 
strangers. Nearly all of the officers now 
in the basement will be quartered up- 
stairs. All of th; new southern wing of 
the basement, 45 by 64 feet, will be occu- 
pied by the supreme court library. On 
the main floor immediately above the 
library and communicating with it by 
stairways and lifts will be the supreme 
court room. Adiacent to this room are 
to be six study rooms for the justices, a 
consultation room and the clerk's offices. 
The only other offices in the basement 
will be the immigration, statistical and 
literature bureaus of the agricultural de 
partment. The remainder of the base- 
ment will be utilized for legislative com-

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mittee rooms, vaults, record rooms, fur- 
nace rooms, janitors’ rooms and closets. 

Near the supreme court apartments on 
the main floor the attorney general will 
have a private and a general office. In 
the north half of the same floor the state 
treasurer will occupy the large offices 
now. used by the comptroiler and the 
secretary of state, while the secretary of 
state will be transferred to the treasurer's 
present office. "The state superintendent 
of public instruction will be brought down 
from the upper floor and placed in the 
offices now occupied by the governor. 

The Governor’s Office. 

The western half of the north wing, 
main floor, will be the governor's office, 
divided into reception room, secretary's 
office, board room, private office and 
general office. The state comptroller is 
to have- the entire eastern side of the 
north wing, main floor, a large general 
office and a private room. The land, 
prison and fertilizer bureaus of the de- 
partment of agriculture will also be lo- 
cated on this. floor, communicating by 
stairway with the other offices of the de- 
partment in the basement immediately 
below. 

On the upper floor the senate will have 
the southern wing, the senate chamber 
proper to be 47 by 50 feet, with a spacious 
gallery over the northern and western 
sides. Seven senate committee rooms are 
arranged adjacent to the chamber on the 
north and west. On opposite sides of the 
corridor leading trom the central lobby 
into the senate chamber the railroad 
commission and the adjutant general will 
have spacious offices. Above this central 
lobby a large and ornamental dome will 
surmount the building. 

The present large hall of the house of 
representatives will be divided into eight 
committee rooms, between which a cen- 
tral corridor whl run to the north wing, 
where the new representatives hall, 47 
by 67 feet, with extersive galleries, will 
be located. 

Wide verandas, each lined with § six 
massive pillars, will lead from the grounds 
into both the eastern and western en- 
trances to the main floor, and the great 
seal of the state will be reproduted in 
relief on the frcnt or eastern facade of 
the remodeled building. 

The contract requires the work to be 
completed by September 1, 1902. 
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SOUTHERN IRON SHIPMENTS 


Vast Quantities Sent from Alabama 
and Tennessee. 


TOTAL AMOUNT 161,089 TONS 


Shortage of Cars in Some Instances 
Is Believed To Have Retarded 
Movements. 


Birmingham, Ala., December 12.—The 
shipments of pig iron, cast iron pipe 
and steel from Alabama and Tennessee 
during the month of November show 
total movements of 161,089 tons against 
160,939 tons for the month of October and 
140,663 tons during November, 1900. 

The total pig iron shipments amounted 
to 150,136 tons against 145,670 toms in 
October and 127,735 tons in November, 
1900. The export pig iron shipments last 
month amounted to only 403 tons against 
72 in October and 26,000 tons in Novem- 
ber, 1900. 

The shipments of cast iron pipe from 
Alabama and Tennessee during last 
month amounted to 10, 062 tons, of which 
91 tons were exported. During October 
cast iron pipe shipments amounted to 
15,209 tons, of which 122 tons were ex- 
ported. 

The steel shipments during November 
amounted to 7,789 tons against 5,539 tons 
in October. 

The car shortage in the district is be- 
lieved to have retarded the shipment of 
pig iron, cast iron pipe and steel.

Preliminary arrangements 
for the organization of a state good roads 
esociation were f rmulated and at the 
fnal sessioh of the convention, which will 
be held this morning, «an enthusiastic as- 
sociation with a large membership will 


be formed. 

The plan for organization provides for 
an association with a president, vice 
president, secretary and treasurer as gen- 
eral officers. There will be district vice 
presidents from each of the congressional 
districts of the state and 137 county vice 
presidents, one from each county of 
Georgia. These officers will compose the 
general executive committee of the as- 
sociation and will have af matters per- 
taining to the roads of the state under 
their charge between sessions of the con- 
vention. 

The officers of the state association will 
be as follows: 

President, Captain Clifford L. Anderson, 
of Atlanta; vice president, Judge W. F. 
Eve, of Augusta; treasurer, J. K. Ott- 
ley, of Atlanta. It is the unanimous de- 
sire of the convention to have Colonel T. 
H. Martin, of Atlanta, as secretary of 
the state association, but Colonel Martin 
has etated positively that it will be im. 
possible for him to serve in this capacity. 
The committee on permanent organiza- 
tion will make its repor this morning and 
will place in nomination the name of 
some gentleman for secretary. It is prob- 
able that either Hon. David J. Baily, of 
Grifin, or Hon. J. K. Orr, of Atlanta, 
will be elected to this position.

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LAWMAKERS AGREE TO USE. | 
PUBLIC PROPERTY FUND 


Howell Resolution, Similar to Blalock Measure, Passed 
Yesterday---Resoltition Ready for Signature 
of Governor Candler. 


HE house, by a vote of % 
cy to 44, yesterday passed by 
substitute the Howell resolution, 
for the payment of the 
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the tendency will be done. I believe 
that the bad roads which are found in 
the rural districts of nearly every part 
of our country are in a large measure 
responsible for the rush of the country 
people to the cities. Build good roads so 
that the people in the country can have 
comfortable and cheap _ transportation, 
and in a short time you will see city 
people moving to the country in place 
of seeing country people moving to the 
cities. 

“Under present conditions people in the 
cities and towns situated on rail and 
waterways have an unfair advantage 
over those who live a good. distance 
from the arteries of travel. The average 
cést of transportation by water is one- 
tenth of 1 per cent per mile per ton. 
The average cost of transportation by 
rail is one-fifth of 1 per cent per mile 
per ton. But the average cost of trans- 
portation by our common roads is 2 
cents per mile per ton. 

“It is a wel-known fact that money 
is to be made only where transportation 
is cheap. The government has aided the 
improvement of the rail and waterways 
and our facilities for the long haul are 
now well nigh perfect. Is it not only 
just, then, for the government to im- 
prove the common roads and give the 
people in the country districts something 
of the advantages that it has given 
the people in the centers of population?’ 

In concluding Senator Dodge called 
upon the- people of Georgia to organize 
for good foads, and to make good roads 
an issue in their political campaigns. 

Hon. Charles P. Lane, of Huntsville, 
Ala., the editor of The Huntsville Trfb- 
une, and one of the most prominent citi- 
zens of northern Alabama, was the next 
speaker. Mr. Lane tsaid that at first the 
people of his county were afraid of the 
increased taxes, but that the measure 
for the improvement of the roads had 
been’carried through, and that now Mad- 
ison county had a splendid system of 
roads. Continuing Colonel Lane said: 

“As a result of this work, gentlemen, 
every part of our county is now in close 
touch with Huntsville, while cross coun- 
try travel is no longer accomplished with 
great difficulty. Lands which fifteen 
years ago would not bring $10 an acre can 
not now be bought for $40 an acre. In- 
stead of vege, yg fences and unpainted 
houses with the roofs falling in, as was 
the case all ever the country, 
you now see neatly’ painted cot- 
tages from one end of Madison county 
‘to the other. The man who lives 10 miles 
from town is not out of the world, and 
the people are willing to stay in the 
country. They have no desire to leave 
it. Of course, you will meet opposition, 
for some people faint whenever they hear 
the words taxes, but put your money into 
roads and you will reap rich rewards.”’ 

Colonel Lane’s speech received warm 
ar~-lause, and at its close he was con- 
gratulated by many of the members of 
the convention. 

There were also addresses by Major W. 
H. Smyth, Hon. John J. Seay, of Rome, 
and Hon. C. H. Ellington, of Thomson.

The substitute for 
resclution was transmitted immediately 
to the senate and passed by that body 
yesterday afternoon by a unanimous vote 
of those present. The resolution was at 
cree enrolled and is now ready to go to 
the governor for his s'gnature. 

Governer Candler will sign the resolu. 
tion today and will at once notify State 
Treasurer Park to tuansfer $325,800 from 
the public property fund to interest ac- 
count. .Treasurer Park will refuse to do 
this, and Governor. Candler wil] then ir- 
Struct the attorney general to bring 
mandamus proceedings against the treas- 
urer and the matter will go through the 
courts. 

The bill will be ready to be filed in the 
superior court tomorrow, and it is’ ex- 
pected the supreme court will render a 
decision within a week or ten days. Gov- 
ernor Candler is anxious to have a deci- 
sicn in the matter before January 1, as 
the interest on the bonded debt must be 
paid at that time. 

Governor Candler will be represented in 
the matter by Aitorney General J. M. 
Terrell and the state treasurer will have 
as his counsel former Chief Justieen Lo- 
gan E. Sleckley, who has ittaken a g-eat 
interest in this matter, and Orville A 
Park, of Macon. 

The deplorable situation into which the 
state's finances have fallen will thus he 
saved by the action of the senate in pass- 
ing the Howell resolution in the event the 
Supreme ccurt holds that the money can 
be used as desired. The general belief 
is expressed that the decisicn will be fa- 
vorable. 

The substitute for the Hoc ei resclution 
is somewhat similar to the Blalock reso- 
lution, which was defeated in the house 
on two oecasions this session. The reso- 
luticn provides that £325,880. arising from 
the sale of public property, shall be trans- 
ferred from the public property fund to 
the interest fund to pay the interest on 
the bonded indebtedness of the state. 

Refore this transfer can be made, how- 
ever, the matter is to be submitted to the 
courts fur judicial determination. The 
aGoption of the substitute carries the res- 
Giution back to the senate. That the 
substitute will be concurred in is ecer- 
tain. AS soor as the senate takes ac- 
tion and the resolution is approved by 
the governor, the proper legal steps will 
be taken in accordance with the provl- 
sions of the measures. 

Speaker Makes Rulings. 

The passage of the resolution met with 
considerable oppositicn, but a number of 
those who opposed the Blalock resolution 
voted for this measure when it was clear- 
ly understood that the matter should be 
determined by the courts before any 
transfer of the money was made. Speak- 
er Little, during the consideration of 
the resol.ition, made several imnortant 
rulings. He held that the measure was 
not in the nature of a law and whatever 
constitutional point was involved would 
be decided by the courts. He said no in- 
justice would be done to either side by 
the ruling he made. He ruled that it did 
net require a constitutional majority to 
pass the measure and that it was not 
a rekolution involving an appropriation: 

The substitute was offered by the ap- 
propriation committee and was amend- 
ed in two particulars. Mr. Grice. of Pu- 
laski, offered the first amendment, which 
provided that the matter should be finally 
determined by the supreme court of the 
state, and Mr. Wright, of Floyd, offered 
an amendment providing that before the 
transfer was made the governor and state 
treasurer are directed to take the necres- 
sory steps to have the matter settled by 
the courts. In the original substitute the 
governor and treasurer were “‘requesten’’ 
to take these steps. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, who opposed the 
passage of the substit'tte most strenu- 
ously, made the point that the measure 
was a resolution appropriating oney 
and consequently could originate in no 
other place except the house. Mr. Toom- 
er, of Ware, replied to this by stating 
that th eapr oprie %n had been inade 
last year in the general appropriation bill 
and that the resolution, accordinzlv, did 
net appropriate money, but simply rro- 
vided for its transfer. 

Several speeches were made before 4 
vote was reached on the paper. 

Substitute as Passed. 
The substitute for the Howell resolu-

The Final Debate. 

Aiter the adoption of the report of the 
committee by substitute under the pre- 
vious question, Mr. HaH, of Bibb, as 
signer of the minority report, took the 
floor to oppose the measure. He declared 
it was the same as the Blalock resolution, 
and he opposed it on practically the same 
grounds that he has urged against that 
measure. 

Mr. Hardwick, of Washington, stated 
that while he had always opposed and 
still opposed the Blalock resolution be- 
cause he thought it unconstitutional, he 
could see no reason why the matter 
should not be submitted to the highest 
tribunal of the country, and let it say 
whether or not the money could be spent 
as proposed. He said he would therefore 
vote for the substitute. 

Mr. Mitchell, of Thomas, another oppo- 
nent of the Blalock resolution, took the 
same ground as Mr. Hardwick. He spoke 
for five minutes, stating that he was per- 
tectly willing to vote for the resolution 
as long as the matter was to be sub- 
mitted to the supreme court. 

Others who made speeches in behalf of 
the resolution were Messrs. Morris, of 
Cobb; Flynt, of Spalding; Toomer, of 
Ware; Park, of Greene, and Brewton, of 
Tattnall. Of these Messrs. Flynt and 
Brewton had cpposed the Blalock resolu- 
tion before, but said they were willing to 
vote for a resolution which left the mat- 
ter to the courts to be decided. 

During the speaking .Mr. Hall asked 
several of the members who had some- 
thing to say if they thought the resolu- 
tion could be passed by the majority of a 
quorum. They all replied that they bé- 
heved it would require a constitutional 
majority of the house to pass the meas- 
ure,

The senate yesterday afternoon, at the 
request of Senator Howell, took up the 
Atlanta charter amendment Dill which 
was voted upon in that body several days 
ago, and which, it will be remembered, 
received the adverse vote of the senate, 
being tabled upon motion of Senator 
Howell before the vote was announced. 

The adverse vote of the senate at that 
time was taken after a lengthy debate ifn 
which opposition to the substitute was 
based upon the unlimited power of taxa 
tion it gave the city to impose, at its 
discretion, upon the public utility corpo- 
rations. Senator Howell held that such 
power would not be abused by the city of 
Atlanta, and that the council could be 
depended upon to deal fairly with all in- 
vestments of capital. Senator Ellis, of 
the twenty-second district, at that time 
antagonized the substitute, holding that 


that while the substitute was local in 
character, it was general in effect. 

The opposition to the substitute result- 
ed in an adverse vote, but before the re- 
sult was announced Senator Howell mov- 
ed that the bill be tabled, which was 
done. Yesterday afternoon, at his re- 
quest, the bill was taken up again and 
Senator Howell asked the consent of the 
senate to permit him to offer an amend- 
ment to the substitute which, he said, 
was in the nature of a modification in- 
tended to overcome the objectionable 
features antagonized by those senators 
who opposed the substitute and to en- 
able the senate to take some action be- 
fore adjournment. 

Senator Howell held that the substitute 
originally offered by him did not, in his 
opinion, threaten any. interest involved. 
He stated that it was not his intention, 
nor the intention of the substitute, to de- 
prive invested capital from earning rea- 
sonable returns, and that the city could 
be depended upon, even had the substi- 
tute passed, to deal with the matter in 
an entirely conservative manner. ' 

The Amendment Adopted. 

However, since the senate objected to 
the substitute as perhaps establishing a 
precedent, he offered a modification 
which, he stated, he agreed to simply 
upon the theory that a half loaf was 
better than none at all. He affirmed that 
he saw no reason why any senator could 
object to the amendment he now offered, 


which was as follows: 

‘Provided, however, that neither the 
limitation of $200, nor that of $50 upon 
licenses or occupation taxes found in 
preceding sentences, shall apply to per- 
sons or corporations owning or operating 
street railway: companies or electric 
light companies, which occupy or use in 
part the streets or public places, or any 
portions thereof, in said city, but as to 
such persons or corporations the mayor 
and general council of saii city shall 
have the right and power to fix and col- 
lect such fecs, charges or licenses there- 
from as may b2 just, reasonable and fair, 
allowing for the duty of such persons or 
corporations to proper!ty and efficiently 
operate and maintain the said properties, 
and to meet the expenses of operation 
and maintenance, to pay the fixed 
charges and the interest on their bonded 
debts and take care of the principal 
thereof at maturity, and their right to 
receive in addition reasonable dividends, 
Such fees, charges or licenses shall be 
in lieu of all charges and money demands 
by the city of Atlanta from said persons 
or companies on any account, except the 
ad valorem taxes, paving charges and 
bridge rentais as are now or may be 
fixed by law.’’ 

Mr. Howell Explains. 

Mr. Howell said: “I offer this amend- 
ment to the substitute offered by me 
some days ago, and then voted down by 
the senate. That substitute gave the 
city full power in the matter of levying 
taxes from the public utility corporations. 
It was defeated on the assumption that 
it was a dangerous precedent, and that 
it jeopardized investments which had 
been made here on the faith that they 
would not be taxed out of existence. I 
believe such a fear to have been ground- 
less and unfounded. Those who opposed 
the substit&te did so upon the theory 
that capital invested might be deprived 
of the right to earn reasonable returns. 
In order to meet that objection, I have 
agreed to this amendment on the theory 
that it is preferable to secure this action 
rather than to have the general assem- 
bly adjourn without action. With this 
statement “I submit the question to the 
senate. It is not the purpose of anybody 
to deprive any investor from a just re- 
turn for his investments. Such has not 
been the policy of the city, nor does any- 
body desire that it should be. Under 
this amendment the money invested—a 
matter of public record—can earn reason- 
able dividends and no more, and the city 
can make such occupation on other tax 
as is deemed just.”’ 

Amendment Adopted. 

This amendment to the substitute was 
unahimously adopted by the senate. 
Senator Ellis explained that while he 
did not favor any legislation of this kind, 
he was constrained not to oppose it since 
the senator from the thirty-tifth district 
was 60 insistent for action. He expressed 
the belief that this amendment was in 
the nature of a precedent which he 
thought it would be unwise to estabMsh, 
but since it contained a provision that 
capital should not be deprived of the 
right to earn a reasonable return on in- 
vestments, he would not further oppose 
the amendment. He stated that his con- 
tention when the matter was under con- 
siderfition before was that it would be 
dangerous to empower any city with au- 
thority to levy such a tax as might be 
either repressive or prohibitory, and that 
under the substitute as originally offer- 
ed the city could take such drastic ac- 
tion a8 would jeopardize capital not only 
in the city, but throughout the state. 
The aubstitute as passed by the senate 
yesterday also contains provision that 
the city board of health shall be elected 


represented on the board. 

It also contains a provision forever in- 
hibiting the city from selling the old 
water works property, now known

He is said to.be an ex- 
cellent judge of ball players and has al- 
ways drawn around him a good team. 
Two years he led the pennant winners 
and during that time turned out a half 
dozen national league stars. He plays 


first in good shape, but is better at third.

LIGHT SENTENCE | 


1S GIVEN CARROLL 


Tried for Murder and Found Guilty of 
: Assault and Battery. 


JURY WAS OUT ONE HOUR 


Carroll Sentenced To Serve Twelve 
Months in County Chaingang. 
Was Charged with Killing 
Nora Brittain. 


— 


The trial of Joseph Carroll on the 
charge of murdering Nora Brittain on 
November 6, which concluded ye®erday 
before Judge John 8. Candler in the crim- 
inal superior court, resulted in a verdict 
of guilty Of the offense of assault and 
battery.. Judge Candler sentenced him 
to serve twelve months in the county 
chaingang. 

Carroll denied that he killed the wom- 
an, but it was admitted that he struck 
her on the head with a piece of coal the 
day before she was found dead in bed. 
The indictment charged that Carroll mur- 
dered her by the blow from the coal and 
by straneling her with a piece of cloth 
which was found about her throat. 

Judge Candler charged the jury that if 
they believed Carroll did not Kill the 
woman, but that he struck her with the 
piece of coal; that it was a weapon like- 
ly to produce death, and that he intended 
to kill her, they would be authorized to 
find him gullt’ of assault with intent to 
murder; also, that if they believed Car- 
roll struck her with the coal, without any 
intent to kill, they would be authorized 
to find him guilty of assault and battery. 
The jury acted on the latter theory. 

The trial was begun yesterday morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock. The case was given to 
the jury at ten minutes to 6 o'clock, and 
at ten minutes to 7, an hour later, the 
verdict was returned. 

The state was represemted by Solicitor 
Charles D. Hill, and the defense by At- 
torneys Reuben Arnold, Jr., and Lowry 
Arnold. 

The witnesses for the state were Dr. 
W. C. Fisher, count~ physician; Coro- 
ner J. R. Stamps, J. A. Harper, bailiff 
to the coroner: Katie Irving; A. M. Loyd, 
chemist; City Detective Simpson, Charlie 
Gunn and Jessie Curtis. 

The defense introduced no testimony, 
but rested with the statement of the de- 
fendant, in which he protested his inno- 
cence of having committed a murder. 
Solicitor Hill contended for a straight 
verdict of murder. 

Judge Lectures Gamesters. 

Judge Candler yesterday afternoon took 
oceasion to deliver a poimted lecture in 
passing sentence in a gaming case. Four 
young men entered pleas of guilty and 
were each fined $100, including costs. 

“This business must stop,”’ mid Judge 
Candler. ‘‘And this should be a lesson 
to you young men. Gambling leads to 
just such a scene as we have had here 
today (referring to the Carroll case). 

‘You may start with penny-ante, but 
you will raise the limit to $2, $ and so on 
until finally you are a wreck financially 
and in serious trouble. Young men on 
Salaries cannot afford to gamble. It 
leads them to crime; they -become embez- 
zliers and defaulters. Th€re may have 
been a time when gambling was decent, 
but it is not so now. 

“You should take this as a warning, 
for you will certainly be caught. And I 
do not want to ever have you before me 
again. This is your first time before me 
and I will only impos2 a fine of $100. If 
I thought you were gamp.ing fo: 1s ‘iving 
L would fine each of you $500.”’

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DEPOT COMMISSION WILL 
BE APPOINTED LATER ON 


in the lobbfes of the house and 
“senate among the members as to 


the probable composition of the commis- 
Sion provided for under the bill to pulld 
the new depot on the state’s property in 
Atlanta. Many members, especially in 
the house, are actively at work endeav- 
oring to bring influences to bear in favor 
of their appointment as members of the 
commission. 


The bill will come up in the house 
today for action on the senate amend- 
ment providing that the president of the 
Senate and the speaker of the house 
shall be members of the commission. It 
is probable that this amendment will not 
be agreed to by the house, and it is be- 
lieved from what is said at the capitol 
that the senate will readily recede from 
this amendment if the house makes ob- 
jection. 

With this senate amendment taken 
from the bill the commission will consist 
of only four members from the house 
and two from the senate with the gov- 
ernor as chairman. The bill will be 
finally passed today and zo to the gov- 
ernor, but it is understood the eommis- 
sion will not be appointed at this time. 
The president of the senate and the 
speaker of the house will probably give 
the matter consideration for several days 
before reaching a conclusion. 

In the house there are several mem- 
bers who have already been prominently 
mentioned in connection with member- 
Ship on the commission. It is conceded 
by every one that Hon. G. V. Gress. of 
Wilcox, ta whose efforts the preparation 
and passage of the bill was largely due, 
will be one of the house members of the 
commission. His appointment, it is said 
would be in accordance with parliament 
ary usage and he would make a most 
Valuable member. As to the other mem- 
bers of the commission. of course, any- 
thing that might be sai@1s mere specula- 
tion, but among those prominently men- 
tioned—and one who many think may be 
appointed—is Hion. Byron Bb. Bower, 
chairman of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad committee, by which the bill 
Was reported favorably. Mr. Bower, it 
is said, seems to stand naturally in line 
for the position for this reason. It is 
thought one member of the Fulton dele- 
gation, composed of Messrs. Slaton. 
Egleston and Houston, will naturally be 
appointed. Among others who have 
been prominently mentioned in connec- 
tion with the appointment in the house 
are Messrs, Miller of Muscogee, Blalock 
of Fayette, Jordan of Jasper, and Duvis 
of Meriwether. 

Over in the senate those who have been 
mentioned in connection with the com- 
mission are Senator Ellis, of the twenty- 
second, who was chairman of the senate 
portion of the joint special depot com- 
mittee; Senator John Holder, of the 
thirty-third, another member of this 
committee; Senator Allen, of the twen- 
tieth, chairman of the senate Western 
and Atlantic committee, and Senator Fer- 
Tis Cann, of the first, who has been one 
of the most earnest advoeates of the 
measure from the start. 

It will probably be some time next week 
before the commission is named. and 
when this is done that body will no 
doubt organize and get ready for busi- 
ness at once. 


Efficient Force in House.

Cigarette Bill Is Dead. 

The now famous anti-cigarette bill took 
a few more puffs yesterday and then 
died. It has received the adverse reports 
of two separate committees, and is as 
dead now as if it had never come to light. 
First, the general judiciary committee 
reported it unfavorably, and yesterday 
fourteen out of fifteen members of the 
temperance committee took the same ac- 
tion. When the bill came to the senate 
with the first report the senate disagreed 
to it by a vote of 17 to 10, and by request 
of its earnest advocates the senate gave 
eonsent that the bill be sent to the tem- 
perance committee. Its supporters seem- 
ed confident it would come back with a 
favorable report, but it developed in ccn- 
sidering the bill that it would only result 
in stopping the manufacture of the 
cigarettes in the state, and that those 
manufactured elsewhere could still come 
into the state in original packages, so 
the bill was reported adversely. Senator 
Wilcox was the only member of the com- 
mittee who did not agree to the report, 
This action of the temperance committee 
means the bill will not be heard from 
again at this session. 

Quiét Day in Senate. 

The senate yesterday spent its time 
passing local bills and hearing others 
read a second time. No matters of gen- 
eral interest were disposed of. 

One feature of the day was an unsuc: 


cessful effort to have the senate recon- 


sider its action in killing Senator Nor- 
man’s bill which provides that property 
owners shall have only an equitable title 
in order to institute injunction’ suits 
against trespassers instead of a perfect 
paper title. Senator Allen made the mo- 
tion to reconsider, and made a strong 
argument, for the bill on the line of the 
argument the day before. Senator Cann 
opposed the reconsideration. On a vote 
13 were in favor of reconsidering and 20 
were opposed to it, so the action of the 
senate in ‘killing the bill stands. 

The. senate is up with the work before 
it, and there will be no bills left on the 
desk for lack of time to act on them.

The bill by Mr. Hardaway, of the 
thirty-sixth district, to make the judge 
and solicitor of the city court of New- 
nan elected by the people was passed 
by a vote of 14 to 1. 

The Afternoon Session. 

During the afternoon session a num- 
ber of senate bills were passed, while 
others were read for a second time. The 
doors of the house were ordered locked 
several times for the purpose of preserv- 
ing a quorum of members, and commit- 
tee meetings were adjourned that the 
committeemen might be brought into the 
hall by the sergeant at arms, 

The general committee on penitentiary, 
through its chairman, Mr. Toomer, re- 
ported that the convict system of the 
state was an excellent one.

NEW YORK’S REFORM MAYOR 
ENCOURAGES REFORM WORK 


Settling Child Labor 


Seth Low Urges Georgia To P it by the Experience of Other States in 
uestion—Expresses the Hope That 


Pending Bill Will Pass. 


HAT the subject of the child la- 
bor bill now pending in the Geor- 


3 gia legislature is attracting gener- 
al attention throughout the country is 
demonstrated not only in the comments 
of the national press, but In the sympa- 
thetic expressions of the most prominent 
American citizens. Rev. C. B. Wimer, 
secretary of the central committee of 
Georgia, organized in the interest of leg- 
islation protecting child labor, is in re- 
ceipt of the following significant tele- 
gram from Hon. Seth Low, mayor-elect 


of New York city: 

“TT am fSteartily glad to throw whatever in- 
fluence I can tin favor of protective legisla- 
tion for the children of Georgia, strictly de- 
fining the permitted 426 and hours of labor 
in {actories on lines of similar legislation in 
Massachusetts and New York. Georgif ought 
to profit by the eX®pertence of other states. 
She ought not to pay for her own experience 
with the jives of her children. I say this as 
one having indirectly an interest in the Massa- 
chusetts mills in Georgla.’’ (Signed Seth Low.) 


Georgia has passed through one phase 
of the question; we know all about the 
invalid mother’ and the decrepit grand- 
father that the small child is supporting; 
we know by heart the story of how the 
family must surely have perished if the 
girl of 14 and the boy of 12 had not he- 
roically come forward and by more hours 
work than a grown man usually under- 
goes and several hours more than my 
chief would think of demanding of me, 
kept the family ‘‘agoing.’’ 

We have heard this story until it is 
perfectly familiar to us and our reply 
is that it is a shame that it should ever 
have been told—that is, a shame to the 
great and rich state of Georgia that 
should be the state of affairs. If there 
are within our borders old people and

women with young children who have not 
the necessaries of life—and such, alas, is 
undoubtedly the case—then the central 
committee aided by every intelligent cit- 
izen of the state will help us to find these 
people, and will assist us in finding some 
means by which they may be helped 
without calling ypon the other children 
and helpless ones for undue exertion. 
And we must do this fram two distinct 
motives: first, we must not sit here in 
the midst, not only of plenty, but, I may 
say, of abundance, and let our fellow 
creatures—the aged, the sick and the 
helpless—lack for the necessaries of life. 
The very crudest humanitarianism 
teaches that we cannot feast with pleas- 
ure while Mitle children and women, and 
old men are hungry, and then, if the

During my recent stay in New York— 
the pulse of our financial system—I ¢ver- 
heard one millionaire trwing te get an- 
other to make a certain investment, and 
the second answered: ‘‘Yes, right enough 
for the next ten years, for the interest is 
not excessive, but what fifty years from 
now? Remember, I will not consider 
anything that offers big returns, and I 
also want to know something about 
where this matter will stand some fifty 
years from now.”’ 

And so it seems to me that we of Geor- 
gia, in putting the children of the state 
up as a money investment must ask 
where will we stand some fifty years 
from now.
